The 
Moslems are using it to show that 
Christianity intended to dominate 
black Africa rather than convert 
it; Islam is being sold as the re 
ligion distinguishing native Afri 
cans from the Europeans. 
Islam also gave its converts a 
chance at Mecca and the prom 
ised land; 
C hristianity held too 
m any stiplations for the African 
in search of Heaven.

When the President first as- j 
sumed office, influential ‘’liberals" ; 
and leftists believed he would adopt

bloc.

Crossman. 
Britain’s “ socialistic” gadfly, de­ 
scribed the President in the pro- 
neutralist “ New Statesman” as a 
“ great liberal.”

Had the Cuban freedom fighters 
succeeded in overthrowing C a stro- 
with or without the aid of the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency—President 
Kennedy would have been written 
off in the bia se d history of the 
ne utra lists 
a nd leftists 
a s 
a n 
“ Ame rica n imperialist.” 


Since the anti-Castro revolt failed 
the President is again in the good 


graces of the “ New Statesman' 


and Prime Minister Nehru. 


In othe r words, a we a k I nite d

To be sure, the views of the

a coin settled a tie v ote in a town­ 
ship assessor election. 
It was Ix Dgan Cou nty Ju dge Le­ 
land Du nham's decision. 
Ray mond A 
Pfeifer, Democrat, 
and Victor Lemme, Repu blican, 
each receiv ed 15 0 v otes. 
Town Clerk Merle Blau m, flipped 
the coin and Pfeifer won. 


Bu t a simple marble monu ment 
at Crown Hill Cemetery in Indian­ 
apolis attest* to the fact that all 
was not glamor and spectacle. 


It m arks the spot where 16 16 
Confederate soldiers aJid sailors, 
their indiv idu al identities lost long 
ago. lie bu ried in a common grav e. 
They died in the Union s Morton 
Prison. 
In its way , Morton Prison was 
as infamou s in the Sou th as Ander­ 
sonv ille was in the North. 
Yet, former Confederate pris­ 
oners thou ght so highly of its first 
commander, Col. Richard Owen, 
that they and their friends su b­ 
scribed Finds for a memorial bu st 
which still stands in the Indiana 
statehou se, 
“ For his cou rtesy and kindness 
. . 
it say s. 
Col. Owens commanded the pris­ 
on only fou r months after it re­ 
ceiv ed its first shipment of 3,700 
prisoners in Febru ary . 18 62. Under 
a su ccession of u nwilling 
com­ 
manders, who wou ld rather hav e 


been in the field, the prison de­ 
teriorated. 
Au gu stu s M. Clark, a gov ernment 
medical inspector, looked ov er the 
camp in October, 18 63 and called 
it “ a disgrace . . . filthy in ev ery 
respect; condition of men in bar­ 
racks ex ceedingly fou l; In hospital, 
miserable.” 
In ju stice to the commanders, 
who often had trou ble getting ade­ 
q u ate su pplies, many of the pris­ 
oner* 
were 
near 
death 
from 
wou nds, disease and malnu trition 
when they reached the prison. 
Released 
The last prisoners were released 
Ju ne IS, 18 65 and the Indianapolis 
Jou rnal reported: 
“ In tattered gray and bu tternu t 
the poor fellows straggled down 
ou r streets in search of transporta­ 
tion to their homes. The departu re 
of many of these has been delay ed 
becau se they were in the hospital. 
As we saw them, haggard and 
pale, tottering along with their 


little pov erty -etricken bu ndles, we 
felt sincerely sorry for them. 
“ In ou r hearts there was no 
bitterness of feeling against them 
. . . They go back to a conq u ered 
cou ntry — to ov ergrown fields — 
to mined v illages — to homes, the 
chimney s of which only are left. . . 
War is 
a 
hard 
thing, 
and 
it 
leav es a black and damning trail.” 
Not a trace is left of Morton 
Prison, which u sed to be a mile 
and a half north of Indianapolis. 
Now the site is miles inside the 
city limits and cov ered with blocks 
of homes. 
Buried 
The dead prisoners were bu ried 
on what then was the west edge of 
the city , along White Riv er, in 
Greenlawn Cemetery . 
Indu stry crowded into the area 
and all the remains that cou ld be 
fou nd were shov eled into 25 box es 
and mov ed to Crown Hill in 1928 . 
Wooden grav e m arkers had been 
weathered blank, long before. 
A factory which makes chains 
now occu pies the Greenlawn Ceme­ 
tery site. 
Col. Ov en, the commander the 
prisoners liked, himself was cap­ 
tu red at Mu nfordv ille. Ky ., in Sep­ 
tember, 18 63. On hand was Sou th-

It is tru e that canonization — the 
process of d eclaring 
a person a 
saint — inv olv es an "ex cathed ra’’ 
pronou ncem ent by the Pope, which 
Catholics regard as infallible. 
The fact is, Philom ena nev er was 
canonized . 
There is no cha nce o f the sa m e 
fa te befa lling Sister Berlina 
B n s- 
ca rin, the Ita lia n nun a nd ho spita l 
wo rker who wa s ma de a sa int 
Thursda y in the Ca tho lic Church'* 
reg ula r ca no niza tio n 
p r o c e s s. 
The first papal canonization was 
in 993 when Pope John XV pro­ 
claim ed Biship U lric of Au gsbu rg 
a saint, and to end the abu ses 
Pope A lex and er ITI in 117 0 reserv ed 
the right of canonization to the 
Pope alone. 
Still so m e bisho ps co ntinued to 
a utho rize v enera tio n o f sa intly 
perso ns in their dio ceses a nd co n­ 
fusio n co ntinued. Ma ny perso ns, 
like Philo mena . since ha v e ha d to 
be stricken fro m the ro lls when 
ev idence o f their sa nctity turned 
o ut to he dubio us by la ter sta nd­ 
a rds. 
Finally in 1634 Pope U rban VII 
ex pressly 
prohibited 
all 
bishops 
from nam ing saints on their own, 
and the approx im ately 250 persons 
d eclared as saints by Popes since 
then stand no chance of being "u n- 
sainted ." 
The Ca tho lic Church to da y fo l­ 
lo ws a rig id pro cess o f ca no niza ­ 
tio n set up by Po pe Benedict XIV 
In 175 0 . 
The canonization process begins 
in the hom e d iocese of the "serv ­ 
ant of G od ." as he is referred to 


throu ghou t the proced u re. The lo­ 
cal bishop collects ev ery shred of 
ev id ence av ailable and send s it 
to the Rom an Rota, the V atican's 
"appellate cou rt." 
The Rota appoints an eeriest- 
antica! lawy er known popu larly 
as “ the d ev il’s ad v ocate" to re­ 
fu te all the ev id ence the sponsor 
of tile cau se can prod u ce. Often 
the ev id ence ru ns Into v olu mes. 
The Rota then either approv es 
or d isapprov es of su bm itting the 
case to the Sacred Congregation 
of Rites, a perm anent com m ission 
of card inals established in 1588. 
In three su ccessiv e m eetings 
the card inals d iscu ss the su b­ 
je c t’s sanctity and v irtu e. 
Three m ore m eetings are held to 
establish the second req u irem ent 
of 
sainthood —proof 
of 
m iracles 
wrou ght throu gh the su bject's in­ 
tercession after his d eath. 
This is the greatest stu m bling 
block becau se In the case of in­ 
stantaneou s cu res of organic d is- 
ord er* a t least two recognized 
m ed ical au thorities m u st testify 
the cu re cou ld not hav e come 
abou t natu rally . 
If two m iracles are prov ed , the 
su bject receiv es the title of "B les­ 
sed " and is allowed to be v ener­ 
ated in certain localities.- 
Bu t two m ore m iracles m u st he 
prov ed before the person can he 
canonized a saint. Again, the c a r­ 
d inals m eet three tim es with the 
Pope attend ing the third meeting 
to m ake the final and irrev ocable 
d ecree.

NEW YORK — (NEA! — The 
war against human cancer has 
been waged o n three fro nts — sur­ 
gery , radiatio n and chemo therapy , 
o r drugs. 
Two o f three cancer patients still 
die o f their disease; o ne in fo ur o f 
us will dev elo p cancer. Inex o rably 
ca ncer will co me to two o f three 
ho mes. 
This is no t a happy picture. But 
perhaps so mething is happening to 
turn this terrible tide. 
During recent y ears, a fo urth 
fro nt has been fo rming. It is in 
the area o f immuno lo gy , o r nat­ 
ural resistance to disease, It is 
predicated o n the pro po sitio n that 
cancer Is a sickness o f the bo dy 
as well as o f the cell and that 
the majo r fault lies In a sy stem 
which do es no t reject the cancer 
cell as it do es micro bes. 
The fo urth fro nt has built up 
spo ntaneo usly . It is manned by a 
rapidly gro wing army o f scientific 
specialist* — all o f them armed 


with fantastic new weapo ns o f their 
respectiv e callings. 
They hav e a co mmo n ca use; to 
learn why cancer cells thriv e as 
imperishable juv enile delinquents 
in o ne perso n and destro y him, 
while 
in ano ther the 
miscreant 
cells die rapidly o f natural causes. 
Or natural resistance. 
Fo rtunately fo r to day ’s v ictims, | 
pro gress is still being made ev ery 
day o n the first and seco nd fro nts 
against cancer — surgery and ta 
diatio n. 
By remo v ing cancer surgically 
o r destro y ing it with X-ray s, do c 
to rs will cure ro ughly 170.000 o f 
the estimated 5 10,OOO Americans 
destined to dev elo p cancer in 
19 61. The lucky peo ple will hav e 
go ne to go o d phy sicians pro mpt 
Iv eno ugh to check the spread o f 
their disease. 
Early this century , 
few were 
cured o f their cancers; o nly a dec­ 
ade o r two ago . .salv age was abo ut 
2 5 per cent lo wer than it is no w 
On the third fro nt, chemo therapy 
almo st all who will die o f cancer 
will be helped by drugs to so me de 
gree. But drugs do no t y et cure 
cancer. Nev ertheless, they permit 
tho se with the disea se to liv e use­ 
fully and in co mfo rt a few mo re 
mo nths o r po ssibly ev en y ears. 
The quest fo r the m agic bullet 
w-hich so meday may end cancer's 
age-o ld reign o f terro r co ntinues o n 
a massiv e sca le.

During the course of 12 months these employees assemble 
over 5,000 newspaper pages, and during a normal work day 
they handle tens of thousands of words. Every effort is made 
to maintain a high degree of accuracy. 
The composing room staff has contributed much to mak­ 
ing it possible for The Dixon Evening Telegraph to win many 
national awards for excellence in typography.
